An Anjwer from the Prefident of the 
Tiwstaedl States, to the Addrefs of the 
Legislature of Vermoni, pubtibed 
wn No. 21 6f the Patriot. 

W ASHINGTON,NOV. 20, 1801. 

SIR, 3 

I RECEIVE with great fatis- 
fa€tion, the addrefs you have been 
leafed to enclofe me, from the 

Houle of Reprefentatives of ‘the 
freemen of the State of Vermont, 
the friendly and favorable fenti- 
ments they are fo good as to ex- 
prefs towards myfelf perfonally, & 
high encouragement to perfever- 
ance in duty,-call for my fincere 
thanks. 

With them, I jcin cordially ‘in 
admiring and revering the Confti- 
tution of the United States, the 
refult of the colle&ted wifdom of 
our country, That wifdom has 
committed to us the important tafk 
of proving by example that a gov- 

ernment,if organized in allits parts 

on the Reprefentative principle,un- 
adulterated by the infufion of fpu- 
rious elements, if founded, not in 
the fears and follies of man, but 
on his reafon,on his fenfe of right, 
on the predominance of the fo- 
cial over his diffocial patfions, may 
be fo free as to reftrain him in no

Te Republicans contemplate 

with great pleafure a reduc- 
tion of the expences of Govern- 
ment, which in paft times have 
borne heavy on the people; and 
perhaps ia no other covntry, Great 
Britain excepted, has there been a 
greater waite of the public treafure, 
to purpofes hoftile ro its liberties, 
than wehave witnefied in our own. 
But thanks to a benevolent Provi- 
dence, and the Republican ener- 
gies of our fellow-citizens, thefe 
times are paft—and under the new 
Adiiniftration we may now ex- 
pect to fee Economy practifed in 
the National expences, and the 
burthens of the people lightened, 
by a juft ard prudent difcharge of 
official duties. Mr. [errerson has 
promifed faithfully to adminilter 
jultice, and we cannot doubt his 
readinefste perform his engage- 
ments, In his late Meflage to Cen- 
grefs, he particularly’ encourages 
us to hope that by a wile economy 
in the public difburfements, the na- 
tion may be relieved from fome 
very confiderable internal taxes 
which have always been deemed 
unpopular, and which from the 
great expence of collection, & the 
objects of the Taxes, bearing hard 
on the induftry of the citizens, 
ought never to have been impofed. 


The Land and Houfe Tax bro’t 
ii little ; it was only partially 
paid, and is fuppofed to have di- 
ed a natural death, but which was 
predicted from the moment it drew 
iis firft federal breath, The Stamp 
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Tax, odious ia name, and its fea- 
tures beasing the marks of fervi- 
tude, of federal origin, and pat- 
terned from the Englifh Govern- 
ment, which the Federalifts always 
willed to copy, even in its worft 
forms & practices—this tax, which 
puts the citizens to the greate‘t tn- 
convenience, and /ubjetis them ta 
loffes and rifks in all their common 
money tran/acions, is propofed ta 
be repealed—and we hefitate not 
to give our opinion that every re— 
al Republican and honeft man will 
rejoice at its being nolonger col~ 
lected, The taxon Casriages, the 
Excife on Sugar refined in the 
country, and generally all the in- 
ternal taxcs, are recommended by 
the Prefident to be difconrinued. 
The coft of collection amounted to 
a great part of the taxes, but which 
however in federal hands was con- 
fidered only as the neceffary. means 
of railing ap a band of heroes, who 
were always ready at an election 
ta give their aid aad fuppert te 
what they called *‘ law and order.” 
As fome of thefe appointments 
were merely Sinzecures, it is expect- 
ed that the ** Se&’* wiil complain 
bitterly againft their being abol- 
ifhed, for there cam be no doubt 
that thele drones would feel very 
happy to be always * fed & eloath- 
ed and to fare fumptuoufly every 
day,” at the expence of their coun- 
try. The revenae derived from 
Foreign Gomiuerce will be amply 
fatiictent to pay the intereft of and 
gradually diminith our National 
Debt, and fupport the Government 
of the United States. Why thould 
we therefore with “ to hoard up 
trea/aure to carry on wars which 
might never happen, except from 
the remptation atiarded by taut tree- 
lure’ ? The tax on articles im- 
ported into the United States is 
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eafily collected, and falls very ¢- 
qually on the confumer, No one 
can complain that he is injured by 
it,as it is a vo/untary expence, which 
he may avoid if he chufes by not 
purchafing, or confaming the for— 
eign articles which is the ebject 
ofit. Let the tories then ceafe to 
rail at the Government, and cand- 
idly own that their oppofition is 
wnavailing and frivilous—for as 
the light of truth will thine bright- 
ér and brighter to the perfeét day, 
fo will the enlightened Republi- 
cans of the United States fee their 
troe intereft, and feeing will an- 
derftand and forget not.

What then can be faid of thofe 
who wifhte exclude from, office 
the men, whom every. feeling of 
humanity, grsttiude, and beneyo- 
lence urges us to place therein,and 
who term that Liderty which they 
enjoy a fpirit of anarchy and reve- 
lution; can they be denominated 


friends of the people and of a free and 


lenient government ? 1 would fay 
nv ; but onthe other hand if in 
the lieu of a government in which 
we are at prefeht abundantly blef- 
fed—there was inftituted a King, a 
Heufe of Lords and Commons, we 
fhould hear thofe men with fwol- 
len throats and heads ereét, ftorm 
heaven te fhower down blefling on 
thofe who had effected the happy 
change. 

I would not have it thought, by 
this, that I believe the number of 
fuch men are very extenfive in A- 
merica, It is not this only which 
has occafioned fo much party {piri 
and vancour, fo much feurrili.y and 
abufe. For other reafovs as much 
to be lamented have brought our 
country almoft to the verge of a 
civil war. 

‘The wars which have bathed 
the face of Europe in blood, and 
wearied time with their continu- 
ance, were the firft fource from 
whence fprang the occafion of par- 
ty feelings in this country. By de- 
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tees, We Could fee emerging from 
the black cloud of fuperfittion and 
hipocrify, an artful, defigning party, 
who were friendly to an energetic, 
not to fay Kingly government. 

Thefe men, though compara- 
tively few, yet by dint of deceptron 
intrigue, and bribery, augmented 
their numbers until they had, in 
many ftates, obtained a majority of 
thofe who ftile themfelves friends of 
order. 

Previous to this epoch, Republi- 
cans had not once ‘called in quef- 
tion the political fentiments of 
thofe who were ele&ted to office. 
li they were but honeft men, pof- 
felling abilities fufficiently improv- 
ed to qualify them to fill with dig- 
pity their refpedtive ftations, it was 
alla too credulous yeomanry re- 
quired. But when the day of fe- 
paration eommenced, when thofe 
who were the people’s friends were 
feparated from their enemies, it 
was found, that whilft the latter 
were ambitious of power and office, 
cringing & demeaning themfelves 
to obtain public favour, that the 
former being themfelves Loneff and 
unfufpecting, feared no deception in 
thofe who ftiled themfelves their 
friends, and had rather of choice 
remain in the bofom of their fami- 
hes, enjoying the {weets of domef- 
tic happinels, than in the buftle 
of the crowd, or the noifz of the 
multitude, where no lafting happi- 
nefs is accumulated, 

Thus, when the day of fepara- 
tion took place, when the eyes of 
men were opened to their true in- 
terefts, they awoke to behold the 
perilous fituation to which their 
credulity had reduced their count- 
ty. ‘They took a furvey of their 
pretended friends, and beheld them 
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filled withthe fpinit of perfecution 
and bicodfoed. . They faw them 
bridling the mouths of thofe who 
would wifh to roufe the flamber- 
ing vengeance of their country, 
and turn its attention to its injured 
rights. “They faw them burthen- 
ing us with an army, and what is 
as deftructive with an enormous 
and encreafed national debt. —And, 
in fine they faw them putting th 
motion all thofe means which have 
rediiced former Republics or Mon- 
archies, or {pread ruin and devafta- 
tion through the land. © 

What then muft have been the 
feelings of the parent ; of the af- 
feGtionate father ; with what con~ 
fidence could he on a dying bed 
recommend his numerous offspring 
to his country ? What could he 
expect but that his fons muft eat 
the bread of fervitude and his 
daughters fubfift on the wedges of 
fedution ? | 

But my friends the fcene is 
changed, and we can now look 
forward to another profpect : the 
laborious fwain, the aged hufband- 
man, the rich, the poer, and a! 
can now enjoy their country’s 
{miles. The perfecuted of other 
far diftant nations can here be re- 
ceived with a cordial welcome,and 
hail Columbia as their peaceful 
home. — 

Let him who has _ been feeking 
power and affluence on the ruin of 
others contrait our prefent fituation 
with the paft reign of derkne/s and 
terror ; and unlefs his foul is proéf 
again{tevery feeling of humanity 
and jullice he mult fhed the tear 
of contrition for his paft errors,and 
refign the tranfiiory pleafure of 
private fplendour to the much 
more la{ting and virtuous fatisfac- 
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tion of feeing his country free, hap- 
py, and enlightened.

Extra@l of a letter from a Member of 
Congre/s, to his friend in Trenton, 
dated 22d Dec. 1801. 

“ Ao inveftigation of difburfe- 
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ments of public money, by the larg 
adminiftration, is contemplated. {y 
a debate on this fubdjeét, the lead. 
ers of the Federalifts acknowledged 
that.in fome cafes the money had 
not been appropriated as the -law 
direCted, and went fo far as to juf- 
tify it. You obferve from this 
what thefe gentlemen think of the 
Conftitution, which exprefsly de. 
clares, that ‘‘no money fhall be 
drawn from the Treafury, but in 
confequence of appropriations 
made by law.” 


“To draw money, under pre. 
tence of applying it to legal purpo- 
fes, and then to apply it as the 
whim of the adminiftration may 
direct, is not only a violation of the 
Conftitution, but fuch a flagrant 
breach of truft as fharpers them- 
felves would blufh to avow. 

“From what I can learn, the 
public money has for feveral years 
paft been confidered, generally, by 
men in cffice, as their own prop- 
erty, and ufed by them as fuch. 

The Prefident’s Meffage has 
had a wonderful effeét on counten- 
ances here, —The Federalifts look 
grave—pretend they canaot under- 
ftand it. I believe they are much 
at a lofs for pretences to oppofe 
the meafures it recommends, 
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trembles.—The fixteen Judges, of 
mid-night creation, are in a fair 
way of having ref? from their labors
